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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1. Applicant's election without traverse of Group I (claims 1-13) in the reply filed on 
6/27/05 is acknowledged. 

2. Claims 14-21 are hereby withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected group, there being no allowable generic or linking 
claim. Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on 6/27/05. 

Oath/Declaration 

3. The oath or declaration is defective. A new oath or declaration in compliance with 37 
CFR 1 .67(a) identifying this application by application number and filing date is required. See 
MPEP §§ 602.01 and 602.02. 

The oath or declaration is defective because: 

Non-initialed and/or non-dated alterations have been made to the oath or declaration. See 
37 CFR 1.52(c). 

Drawings 

4. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the rubber pad of claim 2 and the 
hand crank mechanism of claim 4 must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). 
No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 . 121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing 
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sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, 
even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure 
must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must 
be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several views of the 
drawings for consistency.

Specification 

5. The use of the trademark Gortex and Velcro has been noted in this application. It should 
be capitalized wherever it appears and be accompanied by the generic terminology. 

Although the use of trademarks is permissible in patent applications, the proprietary 
nature of the marks should be respected and every effort made to prevent their use in any manner 
which might adversely affect their validity as trademarks. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

6. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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7. Claims 1-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

Claim 1 recites the limitation "the equipment" in lines 3 and 16. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim 2 recites the limitation "the equipment" in line 2. There is insufficient antecedent 
basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim 7 recites the limitation "the equipment" in line 5. There is insufficient antecedent 
basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim 13 recites the limitation "the equipment" in line 6. There is insufficient antecedent 
basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

8. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 35 1(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

9. Claims 1, 3-4, and 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Brodskiy 
et al. (6,672,643). 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

10. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

1 1 . This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of the 
claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of the various 
claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein were made absent any 
evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation under 37 CFR 1.56 to point out 
the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was not commonly owned at the time a later 
invention was made in order for the examiner to consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) 
and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

12. Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Brodskiy et al. as 
applied to claim 1 above and in view of Lahutsky (6,705,664). 

Brodskiy et al. lack the base including a compliant rubber pad adapted to substantially 
conform to a top surface of the equipment. 

Lahutsky teach the use of a rubberized base or pad for a canopy or shield. 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention 
was made to have provided a rubberized pad as taught by Lahutsky for the base of Brodskiy et 
al. in order to prevent scratching or marring of the surface of the equipment. 
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13. Claim 5 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Brodskiy et al. as 
applied to claim 1 above and in view of Fasiska (5,176,421). 

Brodskiy et al. lack the spool housing including a pivotably mounted access door that 
operates to seal the opening located on the spool housing when the equipment storm shield is not 
in use. 

Fasiska teach an access door for a spool housing. 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention 
was made to have provided an access door as taught by Fasiska for the spool housing of 
Brodskiy et al. in order to seal the opening located on the spool housing when the equipment 
storm shield is not in use. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

14. Claims 7-13 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Conclusion 

15. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure.
